JUSTICE S. C. ATKINSON 
Dies at Age of 78. 


S. C. Atkinson, 


Supreme Court 
Justice, Dies 


Justice Samuel Carter Atkingon, 
78, of the Georgia supreme court 
and one of the most widely known 
figures in the public life of the 
state, died yesterday of a heart ail- 
ment at an Atlanta hospital. 

Appointed to the supreme court 
by Governor Joseph M. Terrell:in 
1906, he was presiding justice of 
the tribunal at the time of his 
death. He also had the distinction 
of having served on the court long-

He was criti- 
cized for his outspokenness, espe- 
cially in the British press and in 
the house of commons.

War Fund Gifts 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—(P)— 
Urging his fellow Americans to 
transform some of their “new buy- 
ing power Into giving power,” 
President Roosevelt declared to- 
night that donations to community 
and war chests would “affirm be- 
fore the world our nation’s faith in 
the inalienable right of every man 
to a life of freedom, Justice and 
decent security.” 

He spoke in a radio program 
launching the 1942 Community 
Mobilization for Human Needs, in 
which gifts for foreign war relief 
and community relief services will 
be accepted in more than 600 
American cities. 

He recognized that war needs 
were exacting a heavy toll not 
alone on fighting fronts and in 
personal lives but also in.the for- 
tunes of everyone. He added, how- 
ever: : 

“But your giving will provide 
not alone strength for our nation 
at war; but proof, in a world of 
violence and greed, that the Amer- 
ican people keep faith with de- 
mocracy, that we hold 
our belief in the infinite worth of 
the individual human being.” 

The chief executive declared 
that every successful community 
and war chest campaign would be 
another step toward ultimate vic- 
tory of humanity and civilization. 

“Your gift,” he asserted, “may 
give new heart to courageous fam-

100 Tanks Lead 
Mass Assault 
On Volga City 


MOSCOW, Tuesday, Oct. 6.—(4) 
The Germans have begun-another 
huge drive in the northwestern 
suburbs of Stalingrad, hurling 
three jnfantry divisions, 100 tanks, 
and many dive-bombers against 
Soviet troops who “repulsed nu- 
merous enemy attacks,” the Red 
high command reported today at 
the beginning of the seventh week 
of siege. 

The Germans were acknowl- 
edged in yesterday’s midday com- 
munique to have advanced slight- 
ly in this heavy fight raging in a 
workers’ settlement, but the mid- 
night bulletin did not concede any 
German gains. 

Above Stalingrad the Red army 
was reported officially to have 
improved its positions in a relief 
offensive against the extended 
Nazi flank. 

Mozdok Defenses Hold. 

The swaying battle in the north- 
western suburbs of the Volga river 
city was said to have cost the Ger- 
mans another 1,500 men and 14 
tanks, but the Russians continued 
to emphasize Nazi strength in the 
penetrated area. 

The Nazi siege army, estimated 
at 400,000 men, had turned much 
of its thwarted fury toward the 
northwestern section apparently. 
There were no fresh reports of 
heavy action elsewhere in the 
city’s streets. 

Red defenses in the Mozdok 
area of the mid-Caucasus were re- 
ported holding generally. One 
Soviet unjt there was credited in 
the midnight communique with 
killing 600 Nazis and destroying 
12 tanks in one day’s fight at an. 
unnamed inhabited locality. 

7-Mile Gain Reported. 

The Moscow radio reported last 
night that Russian troops | had 
made a seven-mile gain on one 
sector of the western front, pre 
sumably the Rzhev area, and had 
captured an important 

In the Baltic Soviet warships 
were declared to have sunk a 10, 
000-ton enemy transport. 

_ The Germans still were employ- 
ing hundreds of airplanes in an 
effort to crush Red troops fight- 
ing amid the ruins of Stalingrad. 

There was, however, no hint of 
break-through or material advance 
inside the city area, On the north. 
west, Red Army guard forces im- 
proved their position with a new 
attack against the Nazi‘ left flank. 

Heavy Nazi Reserves. 

More and more German re- 
serves, with 35 divisions already 
reported fighting on the Sialin- 
grad front, were swarming along 
what the Russians call “the road 
of the dead” to the city. Two in- 
fantry divisions and one tank di- 
vision have been newly reported 
in action. U. S. military officials 
here estimate these German divi- 
sions at anywhere from 9,000 to 
15,000 men each. 

(Monday’s German high 
command communique said 
German infantry and tank 
formations “took further parts 
of the northern district” of 
Stalingrad in hard = street 
fighting.)

S. C. Atkinson, 


Supreme Court 
Justice, Dies 


Continued From First Page. 


tinguished member of the bar and 
later a member of the state su- 
preme court. is 

In 1896, Justice Samuel Atkin- 
son became judge of the city court 
of Brunswick and 10 years later 
was elevated to the state supreme 
court. He was elected presiding 
justice four years ago. 


Commenting on the death of 
Justice Atkinson, Chief Justice 
Charles S. Reid said: 

“He had served the state su- 
preme court longer than any other 
man in the history of the state, 
and he represented a tradition not 
only on the bench but at the bar 
as well that we hope will be the 
guiding star for other legal minds. 

“Justice Atkinson was utterly 
impartial in his judgments and 
was noted for his clear and accu- 
rate decisions. 

“We, his associates, of course 
mourn the loss of such a man. His 
recent re-election was a fitting 
tribute to his long and honored 
service.” 

Justice Atkinson was first mar- 
ried in 1886 to Miss Lila M. 
Screven, of Savannah, who died 
in 1902. 

Four years later, four days be- 
fore~he took the oath as associate 
justice of the supreme court, he 
married Miss Lily Belle Slaton, a 
daughter of Major W. F. Slaton, 
of Atlanta, and a sister of John 
M. Slaton, one time governor of 
Georgia. 

For the last five years, Justice 
Atkinson lived here, although he 
and his wife also maintained a 
residence near Smyrna, in Cobb 
county. Previously they lived at 
Brunswick. 

He was a’member of the Epis- 
copal church, the Knights of 
Pythias, and the Alpha Tau Ome- 
ga and the Phi Delta Phi fraterni- 
ties. 

Justice Atkinson was fond of 
fox hunting. He enjoyed recount- 
ing experiences encountered on 
his many hunts and never tired 
of discussing the qualities of fa- 
mous foxhounds. 

One of the greatest sources of 
amusement and pride for him dur- 
ing the last election was an edi- 
torial in the Red Ranger, fox 
hunters’ magazine, urging his re- 
election. 

Justice Atkinson also¥took a 
great interest in the development 
of wildlife reservations over the 
state and the promulgation of 
laws to conserve game and fish. 

In addition to his wife, he is 
survived by a daughter, Mrs. Wal- 
ter J. Hammond; a grandson, W. 
M. Hammond, and two grand- 
daughters, Mrs. Edward Martin, of 
Charlotte, N. C., and Mrs. W. L. | 
Terrell, of Atlanta.

Stalin appeared to have taken a 
tip from Wendell Willkie in giv- 
ing British and American leader- 
ship a bit of “prodding” about a 
second front, London observers 
said after studying. the Russian 
leader’s statement of Sunday. 

Reaction Unofficial. 

This reaction to Stalin’s com- 
ment in a letter to Henry C. Cas- 
sidy, Moscow correspondent of the 
Associated Press, was strictly un- 
official, however, for the British 
government itself said nothing. 

A foreign office commentator 
said only that Prime Minister 
Churchill had stated Britain’s po- 
sition in his statement to the house 
of commons after the Moscow 
V1S1%. 

At that time Churchill said 
“Russia did not think we or Amer- 
ica had done enough” but that “I 
am sure we made her leaders fee] 
confidence in our loyal and sin- 
cere resolve to come to their aid 
as quickly as possible.” 

“Other Obligations” Hinted. 

Stalin’s letter echoed the first 
part of Churchill’s statement and 
apparently he was satisfied with 
the extent of future aid promised 
for he did not mention it, but was 
insistent rather that it be rendered 
“fully and on time.”

But on that fateful day in June which Hitler had chosen for 
his attack, the Germans did not return the salute of the Russians, 
Instead they fired without warning, at a range of only a few yards, 
and every Russian fell. That stab in the back, repeated along the 
whole front, gave the Germans an initial advantage that carried 
them almost to Moscow. 

Despite this treachery; despite the unprovoked and treacherous 
attacks on Holland, Belgium, Denmark and Norway: despite the 
fact that Japan began her war with Russia, in the other Roose- 
velt’s time, by attacking the anchored Russian fleet without warne 
ing, our trustful optimists in Washington gave the Japs opportunity 
to stab us in the back—and that crippling blow sealed the doom 
of Singapore and the East Indies. 

We can survive only by making ourselves tougher and more 
merciless than they are. We must forget everything but hating 
and killing. We should not abuse prisoners, but only because it 
would not help us to win. If that seems brutal, vou have a 
choice. Be merciless to the Japs and Germans, or be merciless to 
your own family. .

Cardinals, 1942 World Series Champions, got $6,192.50 for his 
five afternoons of work while each member of the New York 
Yankees, American League kingpins and the champions of 1941,

The Yankees divided their purse into 3334 parts after taking 
$6,600 off the top for cash awards to clubhouse boys, former team- 
mates in the service and bat boys. 

Brooklyn’s Dodgers and the Boston Red Sox, runners-up re- 
spectively in the National and American leagues, each got $32,- 
068.46 to divide among the players while the New York Giants 
and the St. Louis Browns drew down $21,378.97 each. Cincinnati 
and the Cleveland Indians were rewarded with $10,689.49. 

The Cardinals’ individual shares were the largest ever pro- 
duced in a series in which the players did not participate in the 
money obtained from the sale of broadcasting rights. In recent 
years that amount, usually $100,000, went to the players but for 
a series it was turned over to the United States service organi- 
zations.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—(P)— 
With the chair of former Justice 
Byrnes a black leather void behind 


the bench, the supreme court 
opened a new term today but de- 
ferred at least until next Monday 


its eagerly awaited opinion in the |- 


case of the U-boating Nazi sabo- 
teurs. 

The remaining eight justices, in 
uniformly good health after the 
“long summer recess, were all on 
hand, including Justice Murphy, 
who served as a lieutenant colonel 
with the Army during the summer. 
For that reason Murphy disquali- 
fied himself in the case of the 
saboteurs, who were tried by fel- 
low Army officers. 

The court denied the Nazis’ peti- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus at 
a special term during the summer. 
They then were convicted by a 
military commission and six were 
electrocuted. The court’s opinion 
may constitute a clarification of 
the President’s wartime powers in 
view of the issues raised by the de- 
fense counsel. 

Chief Justice Stone officially an- 
nounced Byrnes’ resignation at the 
opening of the court, wishing him 
“all success in his new and ardu- 
ous undertaking.”
